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It Is the Will of All the Living 
Gods That He Should Slay 
Nxw You» November 14. 
On October 15 an annopymous let- 
ter was sent to an editor on Wall 


forwarded to Jay Gould, the well- 
known financier. The letter addressed 
to Gould was also anonymous, and 
reads as folliws: | 

Windsor Hotel, October 15. Jay 
Gould, Leg., Sir:—It is my painful 
duty to inform you that withia six 
days from the date of this letter your 
body will have returned to the dust 
from whence it came. I therefore en- 
treat you to make your peace with 
God and prepere for the fate which 
awaits you, This is no wish of mine 
to take your life, but I am inspired 
and requested by all the living gods 
to do so, asa public necesity and for 
the benefit of the community at large. 
You must undoubtedly be aware that 
you have been a’ rogue of the first 
water all your life; that through your 
artiulseunring and deceit you have 
robbed thousands of people of 
their birth-right; “you have had 
money; you have robbed rich and 


poor father and fatherless, widow and 
Orphan indiscriminately of the last 
doi'ar, and through your villainy have 
brought ruin and destruction on thou- 
sands of families. All this you have 
done under the cloak, by circulating 
fulse reports, by buying newspapers, 
making talse statements, committing 
perjury, and by artful cunning and 
deception; in fact, you have robbed 
both great and small, and now the 
Lord says you must pay for all. That 
your death is a public necessity in 
order to save thousands of others from 
pain and destructiog. Tour death 
wiil be an easy one, for 1 purpose 
shooting you through the heart if pos- 
sible. 

If my firstshot isnot death,I will give 
the Coup de Grace with a second shot 
so that your death shall be quick and 
easy. Don't hold out any hope that 
this is a threatening letter, nor for 
stock jobbing purposcs, for 1 do not 
own a single share of stock of any 
kind, neither am I interested in any. 
This is simply the will of God, and he 
has chosen me to carry this out. He 
has applied to me in à dream, and has 
requested me to slay you asa public 
pecessity, and, in doing so, God has 
assured meit is by Divise providence 
I am choren to do this act, and that 
by doing so I shall become a public 
Venefactor. I intended to have shot 
you last Friday (yesterday), when I 
saw you with Dillon and Sage. I had 
my pistol ready and cocked, but a 
voice from the Lord sounded in my 
ear, saying: “Hold on. Give him 
time to repent lest he descend into 
everlasting punishment.” Now make 
your peace with God and prepare for 
the fate that awaits you, and may the 
Lord have mercy on your soul. Wheu 
I reasoned with the Lord in my dream 
I told him my life would also be re- 
quired of me, and I would be hanged. 
The Lord assured me that no harm 
weuld come to me. The rope was 
not made,veither was the hemp grown 
to make a rope to hang me with.

The Rent Question in Ineiand. 2 
Dontix, November 14. 
The experience of extensive land 
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Eprron Gazerre : I accept the gra- 
tuitous offer of thé use of your col- 
umns to correct portions of your arti 
cle referring to me in connection with 
the N. & O. R. R. Cd., published in 
the Gazetre of the 4th instant, with 
some degree of reluctance, because | 
have been impressed with the belief 
that the Gazerre was the defender 
and champion of the N. & O., Moore 
and company, and not particularly 
friendly te me. Your brief and not 
particularly favorable reference to my 
connection with the N. & O. in your 
History“ (the article above referred 
to), tends to strengthen my convictions 
in that respect. 

You were a member of the Board 
of Directors of the N. & O. before and 
after I, withdkew from it, and must 
know why I severed my connection 
with it. With the knowledge of the 


facts I am ut to recite fresh in 
your memory, I was surprised that you 
failed todo me simple justice by ig- 
noring them. I am not disposed to be 
captious in this matter, nor am I anx- 
ious to figure in newspaper correspond- 
ence, l only wish to be fairly dealt 
with befdre tue pablic, particularly 
when my name is publicly used in 
conneetion with the N. & O. R. R. 
Co. That portion of your histoay 
having any particular reference to me 
reads as follows: 

** Woods. left here in January to 
help him (Moore) and stayed two 
months. They came out here in April 
and found everything going wrong. 
Hateh bad got tired and was trying to 
break up the old company wad organ- 
ize a new oue. He had thrown up his 
subscription and sued the company 
for his bill for surveying and his sala- 
ry as President.“ 

That bit of history should be cor. 
rected to read as follows : 

Woods and Moore came out here 
in April without any money to go on 
with the work, as usual, and found 
everything going wrong—for Thomas 
Moore and his contract. Hatch had 
got tired of carrying Moore and of 
putting up money for Moore's enter 
prise, while Moore himself had never 
put up asingle dollar of his own or 
any ene else’s money, except for hi- 
personal expenses. Another company 
vf local capitalists was being formed 
and were willing to assume Hatch’s 
bill against the old company in case 
the od company failed to raise any 
money, except from Reno subscribers 
and creditors, to go on with the work 
Hatch gad thrown up his subscription 
by advice of his attorneys, and when 
Woods snd Moore arrived here wit! 
lots of cheek but with no money to go 
ou with the work, Hatch sued aud 
attached what there was in sight for 
cash. paid out, responsibilities as 
sumed, labor and services petformed, 
and for acting as general agent and 
business manager, superintendent, 
financier, chief engineer, treasurer, 
book-keeper, and for carrgiog the 
whole brunt of the business, Unanciall) 
und otherwise, from July, 1880, 1. 
February, 1881, and not for his salary 
as President. 


Having made the above correction, 
with your permission I will proceed 
in a desultory way with some ot the 
details which seem to be required in 
order to amplify the foregoing. Moore 
had confidently asserted that all neces- 
sary funds to carry oa the work would 
ip due time come from the East; that, 
in fact, he could command millions. 
His contract called for large local sub- 
scriptions, but he did not seem to ex- 
pect the full amount would be raised 
here. He wanted all the subscriptions 
he could get. He was anxious to have 
the surveys started at once, so Davis 
and McTarnahan undertook the work 
south and I the work north. Davis 
soon after withdrew from the com- 
pany and left Me Tarnahan in the lurch. 
McTaroahan had a little money aud 
soon spent it all on the work. Davis 
would supply no more money. Moore 
turned a deaf ear to Mc’s entreaty to 
furnish even a small amount, and 
finally the whole burden fell upon me. 

I have expended several thousand 
dollars in cash and become personally 
responsible for severat thousand morc 
of the indebtedness in carrying on the 
engineering of the proposed line of 
railroad from Bodie to the Oregon 
line, including the Virginia branch, 
some four hundred and twenty miles. 
I had no financial assistance in carry- 
ing on this work except what McTar- 
naban expended of his own meney, 
($375 of which I re-paid him) and 
perhaps $250 by John T. avis 
Such expenditure amounted to nearly 
$14,000. Interest. and costs accrued 
since brings it to about 618,000. 1 
expended on the work all the mioney 
I could raise, and as most ot the men 
would not work unless I would agree 
to become persqnally responsible for 
their pay, the burden was thereby in- 
creused. I became seriously embar- 
rassed Ly so doing and appealed to 
the company and to Tho Moore to 
assist me. The Directors tried to 
raise money at the bank of Paxton, 
Curtis & Co andfailed, 
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About this time it was thought an 


attack would be made on the fran- 
chise, on account! of the non payment 
of the ten per cént. aired by law 
to be paid to a temporary treasurer, 
in good faith, but which was really 
paid in checks drawn agaiost an im- 
aginary deposit fh a popular banking 


house, and although Moore was ap- 


prised: of this by the board he never 
paid any attention to it. 

Thea (in February, 1881) came the 
sensational letters and telegrams from 
Woods and Moore, saying: 4 ll pro- 
gressing favorably here. Press sub- 
scriptions,” “$30,000subscribed here ;” 
$250,000 in bank;” “Moore has pur- 
chased the iron;” “Moore is coming 
beeled with coin to go on with the 
work.“ 

Then came Moore's second supple- 
mentary wily drawn contract, signed 


by Woods in New York, the terms of 


which released Moore from paying 
any of the indebtednees of the com- 
pany, but requiring the company to 
pay its own indebtedness and to settle 
with contractor Moore in full for all 
his claim for grading, eto, to Febru 
ary 20th, aud requiringꝗ the compau 
after that date to « it in suc 
bank as he mil, unte, immedi- 
ately after the receipt thereof, all 
moneys, checks or drafis obtained 
[rem payments of stock subscriptions, 
the same.to be held inviolate to pro- 
vide fur any and all payments under 
the contract with the party ot the first 
part” (Thomas Moore), thus practi- 
cally depriving the company from 
paying its indebtedness at all. This 
contract was sent here to the Board 
with a demand that it be ratified at 
once. Then, of course, I bucked. I 
refused, as President, to call a meet- 
ing wi the Board to ratify a contract 
that took the money (should it ever 
yet any) out of the hands of the com- 
pany to pay Moore on his contract and 
to prevent it from paying the debts 
already contracted, amounting, at 
tha’ time (including some work snd 
material furnished Moore), to some 
$30,000; and having refused J] was de- 
nounced by Woods and Moore as 
being an “obstructionist.” They 
were correct. I always become uu 
obstructionist whenever a thief puts 
his handio my pocket and attempts 
to steal my purse, The company's at- 
torney was consulted, and through 
sulic misuoderstaoding as to his ad- 
vive the contract was finally ratified at 
a meeting held in toe back end of a 
caboose car standing on the track near 
the Depot Hotel. 

Fo!lowing the contract in hot haste 
came the mortgage,(another clincher).

Lhe propriety of executing the mort- 
gage was thorouglily dixcussed by the 
Board, and after consulting our at- 
torney it was decided to execute it, 
and forward it through Paxton, Curtis 
& Co.’s banking house of Lorillard & 
Co, New York, tobe held by them in 
Escrow for $80,000 for thirty days. 
(830,000 belog the estimated amount 
vt indebtedness of the company at 
that time.) And if not paid at the end 
of the thirty days the mortgage was to 
be returned through Paxton Curtis & 
Co.to the Company. Moore and his 
Eastern Elongation failed or refused 
to pay any attention to the demand. 
The mortgages came back in due 
time and about a week later came 
Moore and Woods, apparently without 
anything but cheek to build the rail- 
road. Having learned this, I imme- 
diately attached the fleld notes, pro- 
files, maps and the grade stakes, and 
about a mile of graded roadbed. 

At this time there appeared but lit- 
tle prospect of Meore building the 
road. There had been but very little 
money paid in on local subscriptions; 
not more than three or four hundred 
dollars; two hundred dollars of this 
had been given to Woods for expenses 
east in January, the balance going for 
some similar purpose. After Febru- 
ary 20th all moneys collected were to 
go to Moore on his contract. Since 
then none of the original indebted- 
ness has been paid by the compnay. 
The company has bad no money to 
pay with, por can it have according 
to Moore’s contract. When money 
comes in he seizes it “‘according to 
contract. When the directors want 
to pay out money on the original in- 
debtedness Moore objects, and says in 
substance, this money is mine, ac- 
cording to contract.” Moore says he 
has advised the company time and 
time again to pay my bill, but they 
won't do it. The company, that is 
the members of the board, say they 
would pay me, but Moore takes all 
the money as soon as it comes in n- 
cording to contract.” So there seems 
to be little prospect of éreditors’ 
claims aute-dating Moore's , seguod 
supplementary contract, being paid.
